I T contemplates a Military Organization for Literary and Sci- 
entific purposes; an education eminently scientific and prac- 
tical; the formation of regular habits, and the diffusion of a 
knowledge of Military Science. 

Military duties will not be permitted to interfere with the pu- 
pil’s progress in study, but will rather take the place of his un- 
profitable. and often, vicious play. 

The course of study adopted, and which will he required in 
order to graduation, is that usually taught in the best Colleges, 
except that but one language is required. (Latin or French.) the 
time usually occupied by the second, being devoted to a more ex- 
tended course in Mathematics, Natural Science and English Lit- 
erature. 

A Preparatory Department is organized in connection with the 
Institute, in which hoys of any age are taken, and are subjected 
to the same Military discipline as the Cadets. 

The position of the Institute, at the Franklin Springs, near 
Frankfort.
